A table 
knife, chisel and spittoon were the 
tools. But two persons could work at 
the same time. One would enter the 
hole With the “tools” and a small tal 
low candle, dragging the spittoon after 
him with a bit of string. The other 
would fan air into the passage with his 
hat, and, with another string, would 
draw out the spittoon when loaded 
and conceal the dirt beneath the straw 
and cubbish bf the cellar. 

Each morning the working party 
would carefully replace the bricks in 
the fireplace where the tunnel start¬ 
ed and remove all evidences of the 
work. Through a mistake of the “en¬ 
gineers” of the tunnel the scheme near¬ 
ly failed, for the first opening on the 
outside was within ten feet of some 
sentinels. This was plugged up and 
the work continued. After thirty days 
the hole was completed, the twenty-five 
men In the plan were marshaled under 
command of Hobart, and at 7 o’clock 
on the evening of Feb. 9, 1804, the men 
began crawling through the hole. In 
order to bewilder the guards a dancing 
party with music was extemporized lu 
the room. One by one the men emerg¬ 
ed from the hole, passed the sentinels 
and mingled with the crowds on the 
streets. 

After the original twenty-five had 
escaped they were given one hour’s 
start by tbe remaining prisoners. Then 
the latter took to the tunnel. In all 
109 men passed through the tunnel 
that night. When the escape was dis¬ 
covered next morning, cavalry and

OAT* CANNOT SAG. 

Is made from 4x4 hardwood scantling. 
The upper ends are rounded, and Insert¬ 
ed In holes bored In the lower side of 
(but not entirely through) the cap piece. 
The pins of tbe lower ends should be of 
metal. Pieces of sawmill plate, In which 
holes have been punched, should be 
fastened to the sill for these pins to 
plsy in. Thus the pins will be kept 
from wearing the wood. A similar plate 
should be placed where the gates meet, 
to accommodate the vertical bolt on one 
of them. Hie other gate should have a 
latch. 

The slats and braces may be made 
from stuff 1% Inches thick and four 
Inches wide. They are attached to each 
other and to the uprights with bolts. 
The short braces are on the opposite 
side of the slats from the long ones, so 
that the same bolt may go through both 
where they overlap. When finished, the 
frame and gates should be well painted. 

It will be seen that these gates can 
be used singly or together, and that | 
they swing In either direction. It Is al¬ 
ways a convenience to have a gate 
swing away from you, no matter from 
which side yon approach. 

How to *ir a Grain Bag. 

Not all farmers know how to tie a 
grain bag when filled so that the cord 
will not slip. The cord used should be 
strong, and for the ordinary bag about 
eighteen inches long. It should then be 
doubled snd both ends passed through 
the loop, as shown In the cut, after 
slipping the doubled cord around tbe 
bag. Pnll the cord closely around the

In tbe 
case of some machines there Is no 
bearing to' which the clamp can be at¬ 
tached, as the fly wheel lies flush with 
the neck of the machine. This Is over¬ 
come by providing a hinged clamp, 
which surrounds the neck and is held 
In place by screws.

COL. DRAKE, HIS MONUMENT AND HIS FIRST OIL WELL. 

At Titusville, Pa., s $50,000 monument, in memory of Col. Edwin M. Drake, 
the discoverer <of petroleum, has been unveiled. The profound mystery which has 
surrounded the building of the monument in honor of one whose name was in 
danger of being forgotten adds to the interest attaching to the ceremony. It has 
been the whim of the giver to conceal his identity until after his own death and 
his secret haa been well kept, but public opinion has centered upon Henry H. 
Rogers of the Standard Oil Co. as the probable donor. 

The monument is an imposing and beautiful structure of granite. Work on 
the structure began in the summer of 1889, and has continued ever since. A 
massive bronze allegorical figure of an oil driller forms the central piece of the 
monument. 

Col. Drake died in Bethlehem, Pa., in November, 1880, and was buried in the 
cemetery at that place, where a modest headstone marks his resting place. It 
is probable now, however, that his remains will be removed to Titusville and 
relnterred under the shadow of the monument which commemorates his services 
to the world.

The time has come when access to the 
President, except at public receptions, 
should be limited to the cabinet ministers, 
Senators, Representatives and ambassa¬ 
dors, and to such other persons only as 
are given interviews for public purposes 
after written applications have been re¬ 
ceived and carefully considered. The pub¬ 
lic receptions of the President should be 
few, and there should bo no intrusions 
upon his social life, which he should be 
allowed to regulate according to his own 
will and pleasure. 

This needed change of custom will at 
first no doubt be unpopular. It will re¬ 
quire, to begin tho new rule, a President 
who has been a man of the people, who 
is known to be at heart thoroughly demo¬ 
cratic in all his ideas and ways, and who 
is also strong in his convictions and fear¬ 
less in his actions.

Surplus of Pill Mixers. 

“Why do druggists’ clerks get sack 
small salaries and have to work such 
long hours?” 

This question was recently asked of 
the Star in a communication which was 
published. (A day or two later another 
letter was published from an unknown 
writer suggesting as a solution of the 
problem that druggists’ clerks join tho 
body of union workmen. 

It Is a fact that druggists’ clerks get 
less pay and work more nours each day 
than any other class of wage-earners. 
One of the leading druggists of this 
city was asked to tell why it was. He 
said: 

"Because of overproduction. Drug 
clerks are a drug on the market. There 
Is a college in this town that turns out 
something like 200 druggists each year. 
There are about 130 drug stores in the 
town. And, besides, more than half 
these drug stores are training young 
men in the business. Of the 150 drug 
stores only about fifty are making a 
good profit on the investment.

He 
adds that cold or damp never produces, 
but simply develops the disease, of 
which acid blood Is the primary and 
sustaining cause, and that while the 
blood Is alkaline there can be neither 
rheumatism nor gout. 


Adulterated Cranberries. 

Preserved cranberries, home made 
style, was the title by which a German 
manufacturer put an article . on the 
market, which was found to consist in 
large parts of carrots and glucose. The 
carrots were grated so flue that they 
could be discovered only by the aid of 
a microscope. Experts stated on the 
trial of the manufacturer for violation 
of the foqd laws that the title of the 
article justified the expectation ou the 
part of the purchaser of receiving a 
superior rather than an inferior article. 
The court, however, adopted the singu¬ 
lar view that since housewives often 
mixed other articles, as apples or pears, 
with cranberries, the uaine ’indicated 
some foreign admixture, and it would 
be unreasonable to expect the manufac¬ 
turer to state just what this admixture 
was, this being his secret.
